Sunk by German U-Boat 


Without Warning 


ROWED 40 MILES TO COAST 


Bursting Shells From Sub- 


marine First Warning 
Crew Had That Danger 
Was Near—Shelling Con- 
tinued While Men Were! 
Boarding Life Boats—i 
Built On Great Lakes 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM) 


New York, Dec. 6.—The steam- 


ship John Lambert, listed 
in the 


maritime register as an 
American 


vessel, was shelled and sunk witho'ut 
warning by a German submarine off 
the Isle of Wight, on November 22, 
according to members of the crew, 
Americans, who arrived here today 
on the French line steamship Es- 
pagne from Bordeaux. 


The John Lambert was one of 12 


vessels, which, built on the Great 
Lakes, the French line agreed to pur- 
chase. According to the arrivals to-, 
day, the vessel had not yet 
beea 


turned over to the French interests 
but was on its way to Havre for de- 
livery there. 


The attack took place at 4:30 p. 


m. when the ship was 25 miles south 
of the Isle of Wight, members of 
the crew said. The engineer, Edward 
Harrison, of this city, said that the 
U-boat first made its presence known, 
by sending a shell crashing through 
the John Lambert's bridge and that 
the firing continued during the tima 
the crew was taking to the boats, 12 
shots in all being fired. 


The crew numbering 16, all. of 


whom arrived here today without 
their captain said they rowed forty 
miles to the French coast, being on. 
the water 12 hours, and that shortly 
after the John Lambert went down 
they saw the submarine attack and, 
sink two unidentified vessels — 3 
steamship and a bark.

The John Lambert was the last o£ 


the 12 great lakes craft to be taken 
:o France for delivery. Eighty mem-' 
bers of the crews of fqtfr -of them 
were passengers on the Espagne,to~

minutes he was going so many miles, 
so if the horse is not afraid to pass 
on that narrow strip the 
driver 


doesn't feel safe, so he must pull 
off to the "side and perhaps into the 
ditch. 
I have no objection, to the 
auto 


properly driven and there are many 
nice people run autos, and some I 
am sorry to say of the other kind. 


So I believe for the benefit of all 


kinds of travel a good wide gravel 
road is preferable, and can be made

Representatives of the Newark 


Natural Gas & Fuel Company, who 
were expected to be present at last 
night's meeting of the. city school 
board did not appear, 
out instead 


called on each member of the school 
board personally and explained the 
company's stand on the gas matter. 


The present contract was signed 


in June at a rate of 16 cents, an ad- 
\ance of 2 cents over the old rate, 
but no length of time was stipulat- 
ed. 
The gas representatives state 


that they can no longer furnish gas 
to the 15 buildings over the city and 
request the board to make arrange- 
ments to use coal for 
the boilers. 


They also wish the board to pay the 
commercial rate for gas used, which 
is 25 cents.

the changing of the other eleven 
boilers would make necessary the 
expenditure of several thousands of 
dollars. It is said the company will 
agree to furnish sas as long as pos- 
sible at 25 cents but prefer that it 
be tuined 
off 
altogether 
in 
the 


buildings.
